Steffes said he would place be- 


fore the supreme court this after- 
noon a petition for leave to sue out 
a writ of mandamus to compel Cir- 
cuit Judge G. N. Risjord of Ashland 
to re-sentence Duncan, former ex- 
ecutive secretary to Governor La- 
Follette, under the first 
degree 


manslaughter provision. 


At the end of the trial here, June 


3, Judge 
Risjord 
found Duncan 


. guilty of first degree manslaughter 


but convicted him only of fourth 
degree manslaughter because of his 
good character. 


Probable Steps 


The district attorney said today 


probable steps following his peti- 
tion may be: (1) setting by the su- 
preme court of a date for hearing 
on the petition; (2) if the court, af- 
ter hearing arguments, grants leave 
to sue out a writ of mandamus, the 
district attorney will prepare such 
a writ and submit it to the supreme 
court: (3) arguments then will be 
heard on the writ, after which the 
court will grant or deny the writ. If 
the court grants it, Judge Risjord 
will be compelled to re-sentence 
Duncan to the longer prison term. 


Steffes revealed that he had ask- 


ed Attorney General Orland Loomis 
by letter to join him in the action. 
The Milwaukee district 
attorney 


contends that the manner of Judge 
Risjord's sentencing of Duncan was 
unauthorized by law. 


"It is unfortunate that this ques- 


tion should arise in this case, but 
tinder my oath of office I cannot al- 
low my personal feelings to control 
me in this or other cases coming 
before me in my official capacity," 


Steffes, in his two page statement 


to the public, issued after he spent

cision, said: 


"The court clearly and definitely

TETHISTA RIDES WITH PAUL REVERE 


Another brilliant star has been added 


to the galaxy of government builders and 
nation savers. 


He will take his place alongside the Old 


Doc, Technocracy, the Alberta Credit Plan, 
and line up with the German Socialists 
that ruined democracy with printing press 
money although they made every German 
a billionaire even if they did forget to 
stop bread from going to 2 billions a loaf. 


Our new hero has formed what he 


calls Tethista and, bravely facing a "world 
seething with unrest," takes off his coat, 
rolls up his sleeves and starts "socio-eco- 
nomic reconditioning." No one ever seems 
to have suggested that it is about time to 
recondition our more or less famous bunch 
of cure-allists. 


Tethista sounds as though a univer- 


sity education was wasted on someone. 
It wouldn't be the first time big words 
snapped out like commissars bite off their 
wisdom for the masses, are found wanting. 
As a prelude the statement is advanced: 


"Now, it is to be expected from the 


recent techno-economic developments 
which enlarged the power of the multi- 
tudes for self-assertion, the war of the 
participations for personal and collec- 
tive socio-economic security is in full 
swing. 
Every weapon of control of 


ideology and action is resorted to for 
positive or negative ends, in the un- 
ceasing aids and conflicts between the 
animal automata and the intellect." 
The writer of that declaration must 


have witnessed a terrific conflict be- 
tween the intellect and the animal auto- 
mata and one in which ideology spread 
its thick blanket over action for the bene- 
fit of the countless millions. 


Enclosed with the introductory letter 


Tethista sent the Post-Crescent a labor- 
iously worked out chart entitled "The de- 
finitive plan of the Integral State" which, 
as claimed, summarizes "the valid realities 
of government and of other corporations 
of adjustment in their true functional re- 
lations." It looks somewhat like a work 
sheet that Professor Einstein might have 
used in figuring out the theory of relativ- 
ity. And while it declares -that "only a 
few in the know may lead" it leaves the 
impression that only robots or other mech- 
anized instruments can successfully parti- 
cipate. It might be a splendid idea if 
men were like motors and did what they 
were directed by certain buttons and lev- 
ers to do. Wouldn't it have been a better 
idea to start out making them that way 
before inflicting upon them "The defini- 
tive plan of the Integral state?" 


The heavy labor that has been per- 


formed upon this new plan of perfect gov- 
ernment was not merely inspirational. It 
has been worked out, we are told, over a 
period of 28 years, done according to the 
"recorded and observed events" in rela- 
tion to "the expanding frontiers of indi- 
vidual and collective knowledge and skill." 


Sending these charts to "a chosen few" 


and to "enlightened writers" the hope is 
indulged by the author that cooperation 
may result "in the program of reorgani- 
zation of the juridic structure of all na- 
tions, in order to permit peaceful pro- 
gression within a positive framework of 
techo-ethic thought and praxis." But if 
we are to reach out to other nations and 
alter their "juridic structure" we would 
prefer instead of this chart an army of 
about 5 million men and at least half a 
million airplanes.

MRS. 
GRIEBL AND THIS AMERICA 


Sometime ago Dr. Griebl, a naturalized 


American of German birth, sailed hur- 
riedly to Germany after being iubpenaed 
to appear before a special grand jury at 
New York that was inquiring into spy ac- 
tivities in this country. The doctor was 
in such haste 10 get out of the country that 
he forgot his passport, his baggage and his 
wife. 


And it is around the latter important 


article, the present case arises. 


The government arrested Mrs. Griebl 


as a material witness. It asked the court 
to place her under bond to appear. The 
court fixed her bail at $5,000.00. Her in- 
ability to furnish it meant a prison cell to 
which she was immediately assigned. 


There is nothing new in our juris- 


prudence about making witnesses give bail 
when the authorities have good reason to 
believe their sympathies are against the 
prosecution and that they may handily 
pass out of the jurisdiction of the court. 
If any of our states has not already en- 
acted legislation permitting this sort of ar- 
rest it is not only backward but careless 
in failing to provide the prosecution with 
a just weapon against a hostile world. 


But now there steps out of apparent 


seclusion one Seward Collins, editor of 
the American Review and former editor 
of the Bookman, who says he never even 
saw Mrs. Griebl before and has no interest 
whatsoever in the pending prosecution. 
Mr. Collins went to court with $5,000.00, 
the bail, in his pocket. He plunked the 
money down on the desk. He declared 
it was his own money. He said he ad- 
vanced it in Mrs. Griebl's behalf because 
the authorities are holding her "as a host- 
age for the return of her husband," which 
Mr. Collins denounced as barbaric. He 
likewise compared the treatment of Mrs. 
Griebl to "the practice of torturing rela- 
tives of accused persons in Stalin's Rus- 
sia." Mr. Collins appears to be consistent 
in his thoughts and actions because upon 
a prior occasion he bailed out demonstra- 
tors for Sacco and Vanzetti, Red killers. 
It perhaps is surplusage to remark that 
Mr. Collins, were he a resident of a to- 
talitarian state, would be duly chastised 
in some pronounced manner for throwing 
himself before the government's steam 
roller in these investigations. 


We may view Mr. Collins' conduct as a 


little premature, to put it softly. We may 
consider that his heart is running away 
with his head. We may conclude even 
that so far as the bail money is concerned 
he is walking along a high balcony in 
his sleep. But in a country of law Mr. 
Collins must be considered within 
his 


rights. If the government places Mrs. 
Griebl's attendance at court as worth 
$5,000.00 and Mr. Collins wants to pay that 
sum for her non-attendance that, we may 
say, is his privilege. 


Still it is a rank mistake for people 


who do not approve every step of a prose- 
cution to jump in the middle of the road 
and try to flag down the oncoming train. 


Until there is excellent proof to the 


contrary there should develop a confidence 
that the prosecution in all criminal cases is 
actuated by good motives. This would 
more likely transpire were the public fam- 
iliar with the difficult hurdles which ev- 
ery prosecution must overcome. Certainly 
these obstructions should not be increased. 


None of us can know what evidence 


the government has. All of us should 
know, however, that investigations of the 
nature prevailing at New York are in- 
stigated for the public welfare. Mr. Col- 
lins seems to have forgotten that Dr. 
Griebl ran away when asked to give evi- 
dence. Flight is almost always confession. 
Neither is it extreme to suspect that the 
wife of a fugitive may sympathize with 
her husband and follow his example. 


But this is America. And anyone who 


wishes to put up the $5,000.00 as bail in 
some particular case where he thinks ar- 
bitrary action is taking place, has that 
privilege. 


And if he hasn't the $5,000.00, or is too 


canny to put it up, he may still, publicly 
and privately, protest against the govern- 
ment's action.

April 6 the question was discus- 


sed again under the title "Ulcerated 
Tooth Again." The day this article 
was published a young man came to 
the office of a dentor (he calls him- 
self dentor) with his face 
badly 


swollen. The dentor told the patient 
it was an abscess and that the tooth 
should be extracted at once. The 
young man said he had just paid a 
dentist two dollars for examining it 
and advising that nothing could be 
done to relieve him until the swell- 
ing went down. 


Whereupon the dentor handed the 


young man the paper and asked 
him to read the article by Dr. Bra- 
dy. "Yes, I've already read that- 
the nurse down at the plant showed 
it to me," he replied. 


The dentor took X-rays of the 


young man's jaw, found the first 
molar abscessed, the second and 
third 
molars 
evidently 
broken 


down, with dead pulps, but not 
acutely abscessed. He extracted the 
three molars, required the patient 
to return daily for four days, final- 
ly discharged him well, and grate- 
ful to guess whom. The dentor ex- 
tracted the three molars painlessly, 
ay first injecting novocain so as to 
"block" the inferior dental nerve.

there are 18.433,400 telephones in 
this country. That is about one for 
every seven persons, more or less— 
that is, more or less persons, not 
more or less telephones. 


Now 18,433,400 telephones is a lot 


of numbers to call and it is the 
proud but honest boast of the tele- 
phone company that any one of 
these telephones can telephone any 
one of the other 18,433,339 at almost 
any time of the day or night. 


But when a party is hunting a 


telephone while stranded on a dark 
country road it is no pleasure to 
know that one out of every seven 
has it. He. wants to know how many 
there are per square mile of dark 
countryside and what his chances 
are of finding one. That, statiscally, 
is different. 


The same tabulation by which we 


were informed that 
the United 


States has 18,433,400 telephones (it 
is even more by now, we were cau- 
tioned), also informed us that Eng- 
land had 2,791,597 and Japan 1,197,- 


That is far fewer telephones than 


in the United States—per person. 
But one a square mile basis 
it 


leaves the United States far less 
happy.

Display Power. 
Lawrence States 


Pressure of Blocs Controll- 


ing Many Votes Mani- 


fest in Congress 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington— Group power—the 


pressure of the blocs which control 
nuge numbers of votes—manifests 
itself as every session of congress 
draws to a close. But there has been 
no exhibition of 
group pressure 
quite so sensa- 
tional 
as that 


which the rail- 
road labor un- 
ions have been 
able to exert in 
preventing the 
passage of leg- 
islation 
which 


would 
hav e 


permitted the 
R e construction 
Finance 
corpo- 
Lawrence 


ration to lend money to the rail- 
roads so that they might avoid re- 
ceiverships. 


Bluntly, the situation is that the 


railroads insist they must reduce 
wages so as to get out of the red, 
but the railroad unions say this 
must not be done and no govern- 
ment funds can be forthcoming if 
any such plan LS contemplated So, 
congress being afraid of the rail- 
road brotherhoods and the latter al- 
ready having received 
assurance 


from President Roosevelt that no 
wage reductions are 
necessary, 


nothing is done. 


Last-minute efforts to get some- 


thing done for the railroads have 
been made, but the solution of the 
whole problem is not forthcoming. 
Possibly it lies m letting the rail- 
road brotherhoods have their way, 
keep their wages from being cut, 
and letting the holders of railroad 
securities get their interest 
pay- 


ments from the government. 
This 


would be a subsidy which is quite 
in line with the New Deal philoso- 
phy as it applies to other groups 
of citizens. But, in this instance, the 
subsidy is inevitable because the 
president and the congress 
want 


wages subsidized. The only ques- 
tion is where the money is to come 
from, and presumably the source 
might be the same one from which 
farmers' payments and other spend- 
ing programs are to come—out of 
the dim and distant 
earnings of 


taxpayers of future generations. 


Work Not Done 


After all. there is really little dif- 


ference between paying farmers for 
not planting corn and paying rail- 
road workers for work not done. 
According to one of the Interstate 
Commerce commission reports, the 
payments m the year 1937 by the 
railroads to their employes 
for 


work not done amounted to about 
$198,000,000 The wage increases of 
1935 and 1937 added 
$320,000,000 


per year to the payroll costs, so that 
the total subsidy which the rail- 
roads have been compelled to pay 
amounts to about $518,000,000 a year 
or enough to cover the total inter- 
est charges for the railroads and 
pull most of them out of receiver- 
ships. 


Now it could be conceded that 


the railroad employes deserve these 
increases, but it cannot be conceded 
that capital will continue to be sup- 
plied for any business which bor- 
rows at a fixed interest charge and 
then doesn't pay the interest on its 
bonds The wage increases and the 
payments for work not done are di- 
rectly and indirectly the responsi- 
bility of the federal government, so 
that the subsidy to pay for them 
can as logically as a farm subsidy 
come out of the federal treasury. 


Some of the leaders of the rail- 


road brotherhoods have been talk- 
ing about government ownership of 
the railroads, which means. 
of 


course, that there will, be 
bigger 


and better subsidies to be paid out 
of general taxation. In the last 24 
hours, all sorts of efforts have been 
made to get some kind of compro- 
mise worked out, but each time the 
railway labor executives have held 
the veto power, and what 
they 


say is done. The bondholders—be- 
ing to no small extent the many ed- 
ucational 
institutions. 
savings 


banks, hospitals and life insurance 
companies—have nobody here to 
represent them, certainly nobody 
in the White House, so the drift o'f 
the railroad situation is bound to be 
worse rather than better. The cour- 
age to tackle the whole problem on 
an economic basis is lacking be- 
cause politics holds sway. 


Antiquated Laus 


"Work not done" is one of the 


abuses of the whole railroad opera- 
tion 
Laws requiring that payment 


be made on the basis of 100 miles as 
a da>'s work, a standard adopted I 
50 years ago. when trains were 
very slow, are still in evidence. 
They are to be found alongside a 
series 
of 
uneconomic 
practices 


which cannot be estimated as to 
cost. Thus, the rules require that 
two men must do the work of one 
on Diesel engine cabs. Then there 
are additional wages, due to "full 
crew" laws and limitations on 
length of freight trains in certain 
states, and technical regulations 
such as paying a full day's pay to I 
workers for the twelve minutes re- 
quired to take an empty tram out 
of the terminal at the Pennsylvania 
station in New York to the yards 
about three or four miles away. 


Similar uneconomic rulings re- 


quire that a gasoline car run on 
railroad tracks should have four 
or five men, whereas a gasoline 
car run on ordinary highways is' 
usually operated by one man. 
t 
Under circumstances like these, 


with political power supreme and 
congress afraid to tackle questions 
of this kind, the subsidy method is 
perhaps the political way out—at 
least for the time being, until the 
American 
people 
discover 
the 


meaning of group pressure and or- 
ganize a people's bloc.

With it you can travel effi- 
ciently, quietly getting in and out 
of likely spots without creating any 
disturbance. 


A good canoeist can paddle ef-

ever having to change. The stroke 
should be long. 
Down goes the 


blade with a short draw, then the 
twist, and comes up with the pad- 
dle cutting the water almost flat. 
You can do this very quietly in a 
short 
time. 
Furthermore, 
while 


casting or trolling, learn to guide 
the canoe all the time with a slight 
shifting of your body. 
This will 


help wonderfully in trolling. 


The way some people take risks 


with a canoe is past understanding. 
With an empty canoe, a person 
should always paddle from the cen- 
ter: otherwise, the bow will be so 
high the least wind will change its 
course. Of course, if you are bound 
to paddle from the stern, balance 
the bow of your canoe with rocks, 
but be sure you do not get it bow- 
heavy. A canoe that is bow-heavy 
from too much weight is mighty 
dangerous. Learn to step in a canoe 
lightly, but always with the feet in 
the center and face the bow. Do 
not try to be stiff-legged; be yield- 
ing about the knees. If you find 
your legs are unsteady and it looks 
as if the canoe is going to tip one 
way more than the other, let your 
legs yield in dead center and no 
other place, and above all, do not 
grab hold of one of the gunwales. 
If you have followed the hint of 
keeping to dead center, when you 
give away at the knees offer no re- 
sistance and the canoe will right 
itself. 


Loaded Improperly 


Most rowboats capsize from being 


loaded improperly or dipping one 
oar deeper 
than the other and 


exerting most force on one side. 
Also anglers are inclined to take 
too many risks in a rowboat, the 
most dangerous of all, standing up 
or not sitting in the middle of the 
seat. 


Trying to get over too much wa- 


ter rapidly when trolling for game 
fish is not a productive method. 
Assume a leisurely pace when pad- 
dling or rowing, with just sufficient 
speed 
to keep the bait moving. 


When you are. proceeding in this 
manner, in case you hook on to a 
snag or rock, you can stop instant- 
ly. By moving in the opposite di- 
rection you can release the hook, 
while if you had been going at full 
speed, ten to one. the hook would 
have become so firmly fastened in 
the obstacle that you could not re- 
lease it.

fished, usually yields more good 
catches than ten which have been 
hurried over.

FORWARD PRESS 


In order to set the body and legs 


into a proper hitting position, the 
majority of good golfers resort to 
what is known as the forward 
press. This is not to be confused 
with the waggle, the purpose of 
which is to relax the muscles, but 
is an entirely separate movement 
which follows it. 


In many instances the forward 


press is 
hardly 
discernible, 
in 


others it is pronounced. 
It is a 


feature of the expert's game never- 
theless and earmarked by a sud- 
den twitch of the knees. 
For ex- 


ample after the waggle is com- 
pleted, the hips shift to the left 
quickly in the direction of the hole, 
a movement accommodated by a 
flexing of the right knee in the di- 
rection of the ball and the straight- 
ening of the left leg. 


This movement toward the hole 


is transmitted to the arms and the 
lianas causing these to move slight- 
ly forward. As a result the hands 
are slightly ahead of their position 
in the original stance, while the 
body is in an excellent condition to 
begin dragging the club back, by a 
turn of the left hip to the right.

Fear Sometimes Prevents 


Children from Speaking 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"The teacher is going to leave Harold back this term, in kindergarten 


because he will not speak. He has not said a word in class all term 
At 


home he talks plenty. -He is bright. He has a good vocabulary, but he 
simply refuses to open his mouth before strangers or in school. We have 
punished him every way we know how. He promised to talk in school 
but when the time came he would not speak. What is going to be don"' 
about it is more than I can see. And he is going to be left back in kin- 
dergarten while his companions are promoted." 


This child is six years old. He is intelligent and he does his work well 


except for oral recitation. He has been punished continually because 
he does not recite. His mother thinks he is stubborn; that is, she thinks 
he has set his will against hers and that of the teacher and will not talk 


That is not true. Fear prevents the child from talking. For some rea- 


son he was afraid to speak when he got to school. Some children are 
frightened to find tncmselves among so many other children and crown 
people. They have lived alone, m the close family circle, and suddenly 
are surrounded by strangers. Other children are afraid to make a mis- 
take, so they keep still. If anything is said or done to frighten the child 
"till more he is strengthened m his 


si- 
desire to hide himself behind 
ence Punishing such a child is 
about the worst thing that can be 
done. 


From the beginning he must be 


encouraged to believe he is among 
riends. Say nothing at all about 
alking. Call on him: smile at him 
dndly; pass on. Assign a friendly, 
motherly little girl to look after his 
:omfort. She will talk a lot to him, 
;nd pretty soon, if they arc let 
lone, he will talk to her. 
The teacher must qo out of her 
ray to make him feel friendly to 
icr, and to get him to feel 'her 
riendliness toward himself. If she 
xits him on the shoulder as she 
assed him. stops at his seat and 


praise relating to his work, he will 
soon be watching her face, waiting 
for her appearance, hanging on her 
every word. That means that he 
will soon be talking to her. And if 
now and then she bends down to 
his car and whispers some happy 
little nothing to him, he will soon 
whisper back, and feel happy be- 
cause of the close 
intimacy and 


friendship the exchange gives him. 
Talk soon follows that whisper. 


It is best to avoid direct attack 


on this sort of silence. 
Wait for

The last of those questions was 


left over from yesterday, and here 
is the answer: Sometimes they let 
the tree keep leaning against an- 
oUier one, and go to work to cut a 
different tree. They have lost then- 
labor, and that is the end of it. In 
other cases, a beaver goes up the 
leaning tree, and starts cutting into 
another part of the trunk, or else 
gnaws off the branches. At last the 
parts fall to the ground. 


Beavers cannot climb trees which 


stand straight up from the ground. 
They also find it hard, or impos- 
sible, to go up a tree which does not 
lean very much. 


Birch trees, alders and poplars 


are among the trees which beavers 
most often cut down. They also cut 
willows, maples and cottonwoods. 


Most trees felled by beavers have 


trunks from four to 10 inches thick. 
There are, however, some cases in 
which the trunks have been from 
18 to 20 inches thick, and a record 
cut has been reported by 
Enos 


Mills, a widely known naturalist 


"The largest beaver-cut stomp I 


have ever measured," says Mr. 
Mills, "was on the Jefferson river 
in Montana, near the mouth of 
Pipestone creek. This was three 
feet and six inches in diameter." 


It is not hard to tell when a tree 


has be_en cut by beavers. The marks 
of their teeth are plainly to be seen. 
The teeth, by the way, keep grow- 
ing, and that is the only reason they 
are not destroyed by the hard labor 
to which they are put. 


Beavers have three reasons to 


cut down trees— to use parts of 
them for food, to build dams, and 
to get material for their homes. 


Beavers often place their home or 
"lodge" at the edge of a pond or 
stream, but sometimes it is a good 
many feet from the shore. 


Sticks, twigs, trees branches and 


logs are employed in making the 
framework of the lodge. These are 
plastered with mud. layer after lay- 
er, and with sod. The animals use 
their forepaws to put the mud in 
place. 


At last the lodge is finished. Each 


beaver family has two rooms. One 
room is a storage place for food. 
The other is a "living room," above 
the water surface.
